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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose a membrane module or hollow fiber filter with two potted ends and a 
divider that sits transverse to the hollow fibers and encloses each of the fibers, creating 
a dialysis space and a substituate space, along with an inlet and outlet for dialyzate, 
inlet and outlet for blood, and fluid communication between the diasylate space and the 
substituate space via throttle openings in the divider, along with the other steps and 
limitations of the claims. The closest prior art of record, DE 28 51 929 A1 and US 
6,776,912 to Baurmeister fall to disclose throttle openings in the divider, rendering the 
instant invention patentable over the prior art of record.
